admitting a letter written by Stanford 
White to a young woman. Justice Mills 
today will decide the scope of tlie hear- 
ing on the petition of Harry It. Thaw for 
release from Matteawan. 
The name of 


the person to whom the letter was ad- 
dressed did not transpire. 
Its introduc- 


tion was In furtherance of the declared 
purpose of Mr. 
Morschauser, 
Thaw's 


counsel, to show that tlie prisoner's be- 
liefs regarding practices of White and 
Ms wealthy male associates 'were' not, 
as the State holds, simply delusions of a 
disordered m'nS. 


David N. Carvalho, ithe handwriting 


expert whq, sat by Thaw during the first 
trial, said sixty-six letters purporting to 
come from Stanford White were submit- 
ted to him at that time and he pro- 
nounced them genuine. 
Letter Read in Court 


Tl\e witness told of Thaw having dis- 


cussed with him a letter alleged to have 
been written by White to a girl whom 
Mr Caivalho mentioned as "May." Thaw 
had said this girl told him she had burn- 
ed the le.ter because she feared if her 
father saw it he would kill both White 
and her 
The letter was admitted in 


evidence against the protest of District 
Attorne> Joromr. who expressed regret 
that .such testimony should be brought 
out.

acute stages the beginning of tills week. 
The stock of bread is already almost ex- 
hausted and meat is scarce and expen- 
sive. 
The restaurants have raised their 


prices and the figures today are prohibi- 
tive except for 
persons 
possessed of 


ample means. 
The strikers themselves 


are living virtually on fish. Thousands 
of them are camping out, some in tents, 
but many without shelter, on the shores 
of Lake Halar, where 'they sp^nd their 
time in angling. 


The authorities have taken 'barge of 


the milk supply of the city and soldiers 
ara distributing milk In limited quantities 
and supervising the pale Itrom milk cars 
at the railroad stations. 
The deliveries 


of Ice have ceased. 
This is especially 


trying, as the weather is unusually hot. 


Paupers from the State poor house have 


enlisted to replace the striking 
grave 


diggers and undertakers, and. instead of 
hearses, stretchers 
are being 
used to 


carry corpses through the streets to the 
cemeteries. 
The funerals proceed under 


military escort. 
The employes of the 


gas works and the electric light plants 
ha%e gone on strike and as a result mili- 
tary guards have been placed over the 
establishments. 


The authorities contend that this plan

incensed ove* the attack made upon their 
morals by the stern, professor. They say 
it i<? a shame, lie does not know what 
he Is tdlking about and should be pub- 
licly denounced for making such charges 


Miss Barbara Reid, one of tho most 


prominent members of the senior class 
of the university and a member of the 
Chi OmcKi sorority, denounces Smith and 
his attack upon the morals of the uni- 
versity women. 
Giris Have Freedom 


Miss Reid said: 
"A man who would 


make a statement like that should be 
dealt with In some manner befitting the 
severity of the outrageous charges that 
he makes. His attack is absolutely with- 
out foundation and ho shows that he is 
Ignorant of the conditions that -wills be 
in oxlste.nre in the new dormitory life. 
It Is true that the girls will be allowed 
a certain amount of freedom and tlmt they 
will govern themselves, but matrons will 
be constantly in attendance attd will see 
that the girls behave themselves properly. 
However, I do not think that any of the 
college girls need'watching and the ma- 
trons will be In the dormitories more 
foA the sake of propriety than anything 
else. 
The moral condition of the uni- 


versity girls la as high as that of any 
women of the "Onited States, and I notice 
that Professor Smith does not attempt to 
gue any foundation for his statement. ' 


"It Is simply an outnvge. 
Every now 


and then some fanatic gets up in public 
and makes some foolish statement of this 
kind and shows his Ignorance to the 
general .public and those that knew atti> - 
thins of the conditions at the university. 


"Such men should not be allowed to 


speak In public. 
They merely make a 


lot of stailling statements and show no 
proof of (he charges that thay Iling be- 
fore the public. I am very- glad to deny 
the attack made by this marn and I 
think every gM that ever attended the 
univtrslty will feel the same way." 
Another Girl Angry 


Miss Leila McKibben, also 
a 
senior 
student and a member of the Kappa 
Kappa Gamma sorority, and one of thts 
most prominent women of the university, 
scouts at the slurring attack made 1%' 
Professor Smith. 
Miss McKlbben said 
today. "It is useless for me to deny tho 
attack made by a man who so plainly 
has ell own his ignoiance. 
Such an at- 
tack needs no denial from me, for it is 
self-evident that the man does not know 
what he Is talking about. 
Th« life in 
the new dormitories 
will 
greatly 
re- 
semble the life of the college women that 
live in clubhouses and sororities. 
Ma- 
trons will be in attendance. 
' 'I have seen the life of the college 
girl that 
Ives in a sorority and I can 
only say that, as far as the actions of 
a sorority girl are concerned, they cannot 
be criticised. 
It is the same with the' 
girls that live in the house-clubs and tha 
boarding houses. 
I don't suppose that 
Mr 
Smith e\er went to this college. 


If he did his assertions do not spenk 
well foi his actions while there, for if 
he bases his statements on experience, 
his actions could have been none too 
good. If he takes hearsay for his basis 
uf argument he has no right to make 
any statement of this kind. The man is 
simply ignorant of conditions and the 
life of college women. 
He probably had 
some point that he wished to bring out 
In his sermon and fabricated a yarn about 
college women to Illustrate his point. 
"It seems too bad that a man will be 
cowardly enough to attack college women 
as a class, leaving the stain upon even7 
woman that attends the institution aiid 
'giving no one individual any chance for, 
redress 
lie was careful not to become 
personal or to mention names or circum- 
stances. 
That is very evident" 


Girls Well Behaved 


Miss Mary Hetschel. also a prominent 
senior "woman of the university, said' "1 
did not hear Professoi 
Smith's attack 
upon the university girls and am there- 
fore not duallflod to speak concerning 
t^he matter. I know that the college girls 
are well behaved and have never heard 
Anything that would le-'-'k *•*• to believe 


that they are not -gtrls of a high moral 
standard." 
Mrs. May Chenev. appointment secre- 
tary of the university, does not take Pro- 
fessor Smith's attack with any degree 
of seriousness. 
"The irian is evidently 
foolish and Ignorant." says Mrs. Cheney, 
"and does not realize that the university 
girls an: grown women and not school 
girls. 
They must be treated OB women 
and not as girls. They are well 'behaved 
and the attack Is ridiculous." 
Mrs. Grace Torrey. wife of Professor 
Torrey and dean of the women student1*, 
says that Professor Smith Is wrong In 
his assertions 
"If Professor Smith would 
only take the trouble to visit some of 
the clubs and sororities before making 
such a statement he»would see how far 
he Is wrong. The life in the dormitories 
will be the same as the life In the clubs, 
and that, to niy mind, is of a very hli;h 
moral standard. 
This cannot te dis- 
puted for there is nothing that can to 
said against any of the college girls. 
"I am in close touch with the women 
and If anyone is in a position to know 
anything about their morals I certainly 
am that one. 
I do not-hesitate to de- 
fend them against this foolish and serious 
attack. It is a disgrace tliat ho should 
be allowed to make such insinuating re- 
maiks without being forced to prove them 
or take back his statements." 
Denial is Made 


The indignant denial by the woman of 
tho university of i-he statement of Pro- 
fpssor Smith has caused him to modify 
his assertions anj In an interview this 
morning Professor Smith refutes some of 
hit, former statement?, although he still 
holds that the Mnlvrsity is a hotbed of 
vice, but refutes his former statement 
tlmt the women's dormitory will result 
In 
a 
deplorable 
condition 
of 
morale, 
among the women, whom lie holds none 
too highly from a moral standpoint. 
"The statement as clven in a morning 
paper are not anj thing like the state- 
mtnts as given «*Hher from the pulpit 
of the First Christian Church last Sunday 
evening, or nny I have evci given to any 
man. 
However. I did s 15, and repeat, 
that religion la a mockery and morals a 
fai co at the 
University rff California. 


This Is a conceded faoe, conclusive proof 
of which is apparent on all sides. 
"One of the profnssors recently -stated 
in an address before a bodj of men, that 
the moral conditions existing at the uni- 
versity were deplorable, and while he 
might not only be censured for saying 
so, but in all likelihood would be ejf- 
pelled. still it was a fact, and white he 
is one of. the fe^v Christian men there 
who dare take this stand, nevertheless it 
docs not change the conditions.

Wife of Missing IWfirfing Man 
Tells of" His Many Alleged 


Acts of Cruelty 


Helen Frances H. Smith was this morn- 


Ing granted a final decree of divorce by 
Superior Judge Ellsworth from Reuben 
H. Smith, erstwhile mining stock broker 
of Oakland, and known everywhere along 
the coast. 


Smith made a fortune in Nevada min- 


ing speculations and spent money freely. 
Following the separation, from his wife, 
she being compelled, she alleges, to leave 
him on account of his brutality, and'only 
a few days after she sued him for a 
divorce. 'Smith suddenly disappeared in 
the latter part of February, 190S, and 
then It developed that the police were 
looking for him with a warrant charging 
him with embezzlement. 


Since then 
he has been 
a fugitive. 


Whatever became ofvhls mining Interests 
and other wealth is not publicly known. 


Was -Wealthy Man 


Smith's mining Interests were nearly 


all gilt edge at one time. He gave his 
wife a wedding present of 10,000 shares 
of Goldfield Consolidated, but took them 
away from her just before he disappear- 
ed. 
He owned sixty-seven undeveloped 


claims in Manhattan, Nev., and had an 
undivided half Interest 
in 
the Yellow 


Horse Extension, the Bonanza Extension 
and the Coat of Manhattan Mining Com- 
pany. His holdings In this last named 
concern alone were 500,000 shares, and 
all of the companies were incorporated 
for a million shares. 


He also had plenty • of money in the 


First National 
and Central 
banks 'of 


Oakland and his ..wife told the court at 
the hearing of her divorce suit that his 
pockets were always full of money. 


In addition* to this he was secretary and 


treasurer of three of the mining com- 
panies in which he was interested and 
received a salary of $150 a month as such 
from each company. 
His income was 


about ?1000 a month from all sources. 


Acts of Cruelty .' 


In December, 1906, 
Smith 
married 


Helene Frances Hltchlngs at 
Eureka, 


California, and a little daughter, now 
about two years old, was the result of 
the union. 
Extreme cruelty was 
the 


ground upon which Mrs. Smith instituted 
her suit and she testified in court that 
it began witji their marriage. He had 
been in the habit of cursing at her and. 
beating her until her body was black and 
blue. 
Once he said that her hair did not look 


tidy and that she did not know how to 
groom herself and hit her In the face 
with his flst and knocked her down. One 
morning in Novemoer he beat his wife in 
the face with o razor strop as she lay 
in befl, spat In her eyes, swore at her 
and told her that he had half a 'dozen 
affinities who could put it all over her 
for looks and that he was, going to move. 
THREATS TO 
Mrs. Smith also told the court 
that 


Smith frequently threatened to kill her. 
On one occasion he grabbed her by the 
throat, put his knuckles to her eyes and 
said he was going to gouge them out. 
He would stay away fro mhome pretty 
nearly every night until 2 and 3 o'clock 
in the morning, drinking and carousing 
with other women. 


When the Smiths were first 
married 


they lived at the St. Francis Hotel In 
San Francisco and Mrs. Smith told the 
court that her husband tried to pursuade 
her to accompany him to winerooms and 
other questionable resorts. She refused, 
telling Smith that slw had not been ac- 
cumtomed to doing such things before 
she married him ana did not intend to 
start then. He replied that she was too 
good to be Interesting and swore at her, 
and from that time on tie treated her 
cruel)*

Since, it has 
been increasing at a rate varying from 5,000,000 to 10,- 
000,000 barrels annually, except during the year 1906, 
when it fell off nearly 2,000,000 barrels, owing to the 


. reduction of consumption caused by the San Francisco 


calamity of that year.

barrels, 


which was valued, with its associated commercial pro- 
ducts, at $28,232,959, the crude petroleum alone being 
valued at $26,566,181. That the industry is profitable to 
those engaged in it is shown by the fact that during 
last month twenty-nine companies paid to stockholders 
in dividends a total of $411,566.

use. 
Xow that commerce makes the demand they are 


offering resistance to removal from territory to ,which 
they haie no right, either in law or equity, but which 
they have occupied for many years past, solely by suf- 
ferance. Doubtless, the Alameda Council, to which body 
Colonel Biddle has referred the matter, will cause them 
to move through compulsion, if they do not move volun- 
tarily. 
Driving piles into the ground as a foundation 


for their arks has given them no right or equity in the 
land on which they have squatted. 


War between Turkey and Greece is imminent be- 


cause Greece has violated her compact, and the four 
great powers that virtually assumed a protectorate over 
the island of Crete have thus far declined to enforce the 
agreement. A great majority of the inhabitants of Crete 
»re Greeks, but the island is, nominally at least, a fief 
of the Turkish empire. There is perpetual conflict be- 
tween the Mohammedans and Christians m Crete, and 
these religious and racial conflicts have kept the island 
in a state of turmoil and has more than once deluged 
it in blood. If Turkey should send an army to enforce 
her authority over the Christian population there would 
undoubtedly be a repetition of the 
atrocities which 


shocked the civilized world two generations ago 
The 


Christian powers should exert their authority to prevent 
another war between Greece and Turkey, neither of 
which is in a position to resist a united demand of the 
great nations 
Unfortunately, however, the powers are 


jealous of each other and more intent on furthering their 
individual interests than in preserving peace or settling 
the perpetual dispute as to who shall rule Crete.

Readjusting County Valuations. 


The State Board of Equalization has announced its 


intention to readjust the county valuations 
throughout 


the State for purposes of State taxation on the basis of 
60 per cent of the full cash value 'of' the property and 
gives warning that most of the county valuations will 
be raised. When the State Board sought the assistance 
of the Real Estate Associations organized in various 
counties to appraise for its benefit a list of specially se- 
lected properties at their market value, it was naturally 
supposed that the information thus obtained would be 
used^for the purposcs^of adjustment, 
In some counties 


ttig aid solicited was.giVcn; in others, the real estate deal- 
ers' associations notified the State Board of their inability 
to comply with its request, because the work mapped out 
for them involved more time and labor than they could 
afford to give. 
In explanation of the intention to raise 


the assessed valuations in most of the counties, the State 
Board declares that county assessors have been more 
often assessing on a 50 per cent and sometimes on a 30 
per cent basis. 
If the State Equalizers do {heir work 


fairly and impartially and without discriminating for or 
against certain counties, as has been frequently done in 
the past, as we presume they will, i\ c may expect an 
equitable adjustment which, while it may increase ma- 
terially some 
total county valuations, it would re- 


sult, also, in'a material reduction in the State rate of 
taxation as compared with that imposed in past years 
which will offset the increase :n the valuation.

Japanese 
say there is a market in their country 
for canned devil fish, and In British Co- 
lumbia waters there are devil fish to 
can. 
The public on .this side of the 


Pacific does not generally regard the devil 
flsh as edible, but in Japan 
it is es- 


teemed as a food, and while it |3 not 
rated as fine a delicacy as green turtle 
or lobster, the flavor is said to equal 
.that of t*ie clam. . 


The octopus hunts 
for a sheltering 


cave or an overhanging rock, where it 
lies in wait for prey. 
It abhors .the 


sunlight. 
The Japanese fishermen simply 


provide a. "shady retreat for the octopus, 
and. when, it backs Into the trap, it is 
hauled to the surface. 


The pursuers of the octopus provide 


themselves with large earthern pars more 
than a foot in diameter, which are fast- 
ened to a rope and lowered Into the sea. 
When the devil fish comes looking for a 
place to ambush. Its enemy the earthem 
jar appears to fulfill its needs. 
Back- 


Ing into, the Jar the octopus permits its 
tentacles to wave about like seaweed. 
Half concealed It appears to be as harm- 
less .as a bunch of kelp, but when a. flsh 
comes along there is a swish of "the long 
arms and the victim is held by the suck- 
ers and forced Into the rapacious maw. 


The fisherman simply' sets his traps, 


returns the next day and pulls them to 
the surface and removes the octopus 
from its hiding place.—New York Sun.

There Is one man In this city who has 


an odd fad, which is apparently the col- 
lecting of seals of the Department of 
State. 
He does not often go abroad, In 


fact he has been on the other side prob- 
ably no more than four times in the 
course of his life, and he now is around 
60. ' But for about twenty years he "has 
been In the habit of applying annually 
for a passport. 
He writes to the .De- 


partment of State, gets an application 
blank and has It filled out. He goes to 
the same notary every time and pai s the 
fee. 
Then-he sends his application and 


the passport fee to the department and 
gets his passport back In due course. 


Passports are valid for two years wlth-i 


out renewal, yet he never misses a year 
and he fills out a new application every 
time. 
Thus he has a collection of papers 


and seals running back over these years. 
He never had occasion to use a passport 
when abroad, but he says it has been a 
help to him when traveling in this coun- 
try as a means of identification when 
that has become necessary in some city 
in which he was a stranger.

idea he has is that some time it might 
be imperative for him to leave for a for- 
eign country on some business or other 
end having the passport he would "not 
have to delay for It.

She is received 
only so far as the official rank of her husband will permit her, 
but she is gncn no social recognition whatever. If I ha-d any 
warning to give 1 would say'for no American woman to marry 
an English title.

Garcia, the Contra Costa rancher, is a question that still remains in 
doubt in the minds of many people of Livermore who knew the dead 
man well and are familiar with his private affairs, and some of his 
immediate neighbors. 


It is true that when the mutilated body of the Portuguese was 


taken from the cellar of the ranch house, about nine miles north ofi 
Livermore, by Deputy Coroner J. C. Reimers, the pockets of the 
trousers were found turned inside out, which in itself is good evi-i 
dence of robbery; but the fact remains that no money or other valu- 
ables are known to have been in the possession of the victim at the 
time of the assassination. 


A strange man was seen in the vicinity immediately prior to the 


murder, and it is only natural that those who believe in the robbery 
theory suspect him of the crime, and insist that the authorities 
should find him. All clews thus far traced by the Sheriff's office of 
Alameda county and Sherif| Veale of Contra Costa serve to sub- 
stantiate the robbery theory, yet on the other hand they are con- 
fronted with the fact that Garcia was a hot-headed, irrational far* 
mer and neighbor, that he had many enemies and that he was al- 
ways quarreling with his hired help. He had the reputation of be- 
ing an employer who would never live up to his agreement with his 
work hands and a rancher who did not believe in paying any debt 
that he could wriggle out of. For these reasons he could never., 
keep a workman very long, nor did he have any financial standing 
in Livermore.

Scene of Murder

it pasture, and Garcia had leased it for 
the last five >ears 
He had 
several 


acres In vineyard and orchard, but the 
greater part of It tvas devoted to live- 
stock and upon It gi azed Drobably fifty 
head of hors.es and about as many cattle 
The buildings upon the place stand on a 
hill about three hundred yards back from 
the main road and aie partly hidden 
from the latter by a barricade of trees. 
They consist of the three room, one story 
shack In which Garcia lived alone and in 
comparative squallor, and a large barn. 
The house faces southeast and north- 
west and Is raised about three feet from 
the ground, giving1 the basement or cel- 
lar underneath in which the body was 
found. 


The largest room was used by Garcia 


for tools and grain and just opposite 
this Is a side door which leads out Into a 
ravine and -would afford excellent shelter 
for a person who 
TV Isbed to leave the 


house unseen from the road. 
Back of 


this quarter was Garcla's little bedroom 
and off of this is the kitchen, with steps 
leading to the door from the back yard. 
On the left side of the house looking from 
the kitchen door is a water troagh and 
on the right and a short distance from 
the house a shed in which the ranchei 
kept some of his farming implements, 
harness, etc. 
Back of this and In the 


north corner of the premises stands the 
large barn. 


Tho whole Is enclosed with a fence 


from the main road clear around, with a 
gate at the road. 
The seclusion of the 


buildings in the hills offered the best sort 
of protection to the murderer in the 
commission of the crime, and the gulch 
leading from the side of the premises 
must have been the best means of escape 
offered to him to a\oid being seen. 
Wot Wealthy Man 


Developments of the Investigation made

for anything in Livermore and it appears 
to be a fact that the man had'no ready 
money of any noteworthy amount. It Is 
true that he sold a small bunch at cattle 
to Peter J. Murray, a Livermore butcher, 
last Friday for $350, to be delivered on the 
following Monday, but none of the money 
was paid to Garcia when the deal was 
made. 


The wife of a man to whom the rancher 
owed money died and at the murdered 
man's request Muiray gave the creditor 
550 on Garcla's account with wr.ich to 
de/ray the funeral expenses. 
Asld~e from 
this nothing was paid on tne cattle. Gar- 
cia owned a ranch near Centerville, which 
he leased, but it if understood that this 
property Is also hsa\ily encumbered.

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'S FIRST CALIFORNIA FIGHT HERE 


HTHMNIDY 


AT LOCAL CLUB 


Wonderful Physiqae Was Cause of His Picture Being 


Run in Paper—North End Club After 


Papke and Mantell 


By EDDIE SMITH. 


T MAY be interesting to the fans to know that Jack 


Johnson, now heavyweight champion of the world, 
had his first California fight in Oakland, and the 
story oE the trick he played on his opponent will 
make plain the hard road he has had to travel to get 
to the top of the ladder. During the early part of 
1902, a long, loose-jointe'd, easy-going negro, called 


at the Reliance Club and asked that he be given a match with any of 
the fighters on the coast who would take him on. This colored man 


• is the present day champion and he had already made a great im- 


pression on the lans here with his clever work in the gymnasium. 


Johnson at that time had only had a few fights, but had shown 


great cleverness in those that he had engaged in and a certain repu- 
tation as to his ability had also preceded him to the coast. Johnson 
at that time was ab flat broke as ever a fighter could be, and it was 
not a case of ho\\ much he would demand for a fight; it was a case 
of how much could he get. 


It was agreed that Johnson should be given a match here, and 


an opponent \\as searched for. The middleweights, for Johnson was 
able to make a lightweight in those days, and the light heavyweights 
would have nothing to do with the colored man, and Joe Kennedy 
was selected as the opponent. Joe was at that time acting as spar- 
\ring partner to Jeffries, but the champion had gone to Los Angeles 


for a rest. An effort was made to get the big Californian; but he 
refused the match and when Johnson was finally informed that Ken- 
nedy would not go on the colored man showed the ^greatest disap- 
pointment. 
Fools Kennedy and Club 


After having gone over the list of eiigibles Johnson finally in- 


formed the matchmaker of the Reliance Club that he would try to 
get Kennedy to fight by going up to him and insulting him in front 
of his friends and declaring that he was afraid to fight. To the sur- 
prise of the matchmaker, Kennedy sent word the next day that he 
was ready to take Johnson on and that he would be over that after- 
noon to sign articles. True to his word, Kenned}' was over and the 
signing of articles was easy, there being no $50,000 purse to divide. 


"The day of the contest arrived and both men entered the ring, 


Johnson in the very pink of condition and Kennedy fat and unfit, he 
having trained just enough to be able to box fifteen rounds at a fast 
clip. As soon as the bell rang Johnson was at Kennedy like a tiger 
and in less than one minute Kennedy was counting the pretty little 
stars from a kneeling- position on the canvas covering on the ring. 


It took no great power in the art of deduction to see from the 


very first punch that Johnson was fooling the white man and Ken- 
nedy was a helpless wreck throughout the four rounds they boxed, 
Joe taking the count in the fourth. 
Johnson Promised to Lose 


It afterwards developed that instead of Johnson going over to 


Kennedy and telling- him face to face that he was afraid to fight, that 
he called on the white man and in a very gentlemanly manner in- 
formed Kennedy that they should take the match and split the purse 
money between them. Johnson also promised Kennedy that he 
would not train for the bout to any great extent and that he would 
allow him to stay the fifteen rounds and even get the decision if he 
desired. 


Kennedy agreed and it was arranged that Johnson should lose. 


Kennedy and his friends bet their money on the white man, fully 
expecting that Johnson would lose, but the colored man came 
through an easy winner with all the money, but some very bitter 
enemies. 


Johnson at that time was also lucky enough to get his picture 


in the sporting columns of the papers for perhaps the first time in 
his life. The club's press agent had little hope of getting the col-4 
ored man's picture run in the papers, for it was a rather hard thing 
in those days to get any kind of a fighter's picture in the paper, and 
especially a colored fighter^ 
How Picture Was Run 


The agent called at one of th^-San Francisco dailies and while 


chatting with the sporting editor he flashed a picture of Johnson 
with a request that it be run if possible. The sporting editor said 
he was willing, but that he had some doubt as to the chances of' 
getting it through. Just about this time Ernest Simpson, who was 
at the time managing editor of this particular paper, passed by, and 
noticing the picture picked it up, and after a rather careful exami- 
nation expressed the opinion that, although the man was black, he 
was one of the finest specimens of athletic manhood he had ever 
seen, and when asked if the picture could be run, he quickly gave

Animals examined, 1759: of these, 23 were 
lame, 30 had galled necks -or shoulders', 
9 had sore feet, due to working without 
shoes; 13 had eves injured by flapping 
or badly adjusted blinders, and 5 were 
greatly overloaded: 22 horses unfit for 
work were taken from harness; 85 owners 
and drivers were warned to take better 
care of their animals; 9 large animals, 
side or Injured beyond recovery or aban- 
doned, were humanely destroyed; 24 small 
animals, similarly situated, were merci- 
fully destroved; 51 complaints of cruelty 
to animals were reported to the society's 
office; 5. calls were made for the ani- 
mals' ambulance.; there were 3 • arrests, 
2 convictions, and 1 dismissal.
